LONDON, March 26—The steamer 
Delmira has been sunk by a German 
submarine off Boulogne, in the En- 
slish Channel. The members of the 
crew were given 10 minutes in which 
te leave the vessel. Subsequently they 
landed on the Isle of Wight. 

This is the second steamer whose loss 
by submarine attacks has been report- 
ed in two days. The Dutch steamer 
Medea, carrying a cargo of oranges 
from Saloniki to London, was sunk off 
Beachy Head, in the English Channel, 


yesterday morning by the German sub- 
marine U28. The loss of the Dutch 
vessel has aroused uneasiness in Hol- 
land, following the capture of two 


Deitch vessels by a Gerinan submarine. 
ahe Delmira was a British steam- 


er of 2011 tons net. She was engaged 
in the transatlantic trade and ar- 
rived at Havre from St. John, N. B., 
March 14. She was built in 1905 and 
. Was under command of Capt. Love- 
' lace. 

The admiralty, in reporting the sink- 
ing of the Medea. says: ‘‘The ship was 
fiying the Dutch flag and had a Dutch 
crew aboard. Her name, ‘Medea, Am- 
aterdam,’ was vainted in large letters 
on her sides. Tha ship's papérs were 
taken by the Germans, who refused to 
return them."’ 

The Medea was stopped by the sub- 
marine and the crew was given 15 min- 
utes in which to leave the vessel. The 
submarine then fired several shots at 
‘the steamer, which remained afloat for 
an. hour. The crew rowed about in 
their boats until picked up by a destroy- 
er, which took them to Dover. 

The trawler Alprecht was attacked by 
@ submerine yesterday. <A _ torpedo 
passed within 10 feet of the fishing boat 
while she was crossing the channel, A 
British patrol boat chased the subma- 
. gine, which, however, disappeared. 

This is the second neutral ship sunk 
by the German submarine. A dispatch 
from Hull, England, March 18, said the 
@wedish steamer Hanna had been tor- 
pedoed off Scarborough that morning by 
a German submarine and sunk with the 
loss of six lives. Fourteen members of 
the crew were saved. The second mate, 
on the bridge at the time of the ex- 
plosion, said he saw the torpedo ap- 
proaching the ship and that the Swedish 
colors were displayed by the vessel. 

Shortly after the German submarine 
warfare was begun the Norwegian 
steamer Belgridge was torpedoed off 
Dover, according to members of \ we 
crew, by a German submarine, but tie 
steamer was beached. 

Unofficial reports via Bucharest credit 
Russia with a great victory at Uzsok, 
while Petrograd officially claims an im- 
portant success in the capture of for- 
tified positions near the Lupkow Pass. 
These formidable positions were taken 
‘by storm with the Austrians losing 
machine guns and more than 5000 pris- 
oners. Unofficial reports also credit 
the Russian army with further success- 
es ire Bukowina. 

Various reports represent the allied 
fleet as again entering the Dardanelles 
but as official confirmation is lacking 
it is believed the movements of the 
allied warships have been limited to 
- gan effort to cover the operations of 

mine sweepers. 

' The Britsh battleships Queen Eliza- 
beth and Agamemnon and the cruiser 
Cornwall entered the Dardanelles 
straits Wednesday night to protect 
mine sweepers, according to a dis- 
patch to Reuter’s Telegram Co. from 
the Island of Tenedos, dated Thurs- 
day. At 10 o'clock artillery at Eren- 
kul fired five shells and the forts at 
Killid Bahr also fired. The British 
vessels replied with 20 rounds. To 
this the Turks made no reply. From 
midnight until morning the mine 
sweepers continued their work with- 
out disturbance, the correspondent 
gays, and with very satisfactory re- 
sults. 

The report from German army 
headquarters today says that on the 
heights of the Meuse, southeast of 
Verdun, near Combres, the French 
yesterday again attacked strongly, in 
an attempt to take the German posi- 


: tion, but ‘after a determined engage-

Mrs. Frances Hogan, who shot and 
killed her husband, John Hogan, at their 
home at 3109 Brantner place, Nov. 4%, 
was acquitted today by a jury in Cir- 
cuit Judge Jones’ court after trial on a 
charge of murder in the second degree. 


The jury, which retired at 5:15 p. m. 
yesterday, reached its verdict in 90 min- 
utes. It was sealed until the opening of 
court at 10 a. m. today and was then 
opened and read. 

Mrs. Hogan’s 14-year-old daughter, 
Gladys Reilly, was with her in court 
when the verdict was read. There was 
no demonstration. The mother and 
daughter departed together. 

Mrs. Hogan’s plea was self-defense. 
Her story, as told by her on the stand 
and corroborated by others, was that 
her husband had beaten her and wags 
threatening her when she shot him. 

Mrs. Hogan now resides at 2000 North 
Newstead avenue. She is the sixth 
white woman in St. Louis in the last 
three years who has killed her husband 
and been acquitted.

TERMINAL GIVES UP 
RIVER TRAGKS FOR 
A RANKEN PERMIT 


Agrees to Tear Up New Switches 
Within 30 Days of Re- 
ceiving Notice. 


President Kinsey announced today the 
Board of Public Service had decided to 
issue a permit to the Terminal Railroad 
Association to lay tracks in the Ranken 
tract on the following conditions: 

That the Terminal should construct 
double track connections hetween its 
lines and the western approach to 
the free bridge so that railroads us- 
ing the free bridge could have access 
to all terminal facilities. 

That the Terminal would donate to 
the city the river front railroad 
tracks extending from Arsenal street 
on the south to the Waterworks on 
the north, valued at $3,000,000, to be 
used as municipal terminals by all 
railroads. 

That the Terminal would procure 
from the Municipal Assembly or the 
Board of Aldermen an_ ordinance 
authorizing the permanent use of 
the Ranken tract for terminal pur- 
poses, and would, if the Board of 
Public Service ‘should find occasion 
to revoke its permit, tear up the 
tracks laid under authority of the 
permit within 30 days after revoca- 
tion. 

River Front Tracks Valuable. 
Kinsey said the river front railroad 

was assessed by the State Board of 
Equalization at $1,400,000, but that its ac- 
tual value was $3,000,000. The City Plan 
Commission has been insisting that the 
city acquire this property upon the ex- 
piration of its franchise next Decem- 
ber, to be used for connecting up with 
river terminals for rehabilitating Missis- 
sippi River traffic. 

President Kinsey said the Terminal 
Railroad Association had shown a prop- 
er spirit in seeking the permit for th>2 
use of the Ranken tract, and that it 
had freely met the demands of the 
Board of Public Service for the valuable 
concessions to tke city. 

The permit, which will be granted im- 
mediately, will authorize the Terminal 
to lay tracks in about one-third of the 
Ranken tract. The other tracks, it is 
understood, will be laid if the ordinance 
is granted by the Board of Aldermen 
A bond of $50,000 will be given by the 
Terminal as a guarantee that it will 
carry out the agreement. 

Bette: Service to Shippers. 

Kinsey said the city would not only 
gain valuable concessions from the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association by grant- 
ing the permit, but that the Terminal 
would construct additional facilities in 
the Ranken tract which would enable 
it to give much better service to ship- 


pers. 

Several years ago the Terminal ap- 
plied to the Municipal Assembly for an 
ordinance authorizing the vacation of the 
streets and alleys in the Ranken tract 
so it might be used for terminal pur- 
poses, but this ordinance was defeated 
because the Terminal would not agree 
to abolish the bridge arbitrary. At that 
time the Terminal offered the city 
$1,000,000 and other valuable concessions 
for the franchise. 

There are about 100 acres in the Ran- 
ken tract. The streets and alleys in this 
tract have been dedicated, but never 
have been made. It is necessary to have 
either a permit or ordinance from the 
city before the Terminal can lay tracks 
over these streets and alleys. 

The Terminal holds the Ranken tract 
under a 99-year lease. The Ranken tract 
lies east of Grand avenue, and south 
of Market street, extending from Mar- 
ket street to the railroad tracks in Mill 
Creek Valley.

MRS, DORRANGE TO 
TESTIFY IN. WILL

Fixed to Show Child Was 
a Foundling. 


Mrs. John Dorrance of Kansas City, 
most important witness in the $200,00) 
Dorrance estate contest, now being 
heard in the United States Court before 
Special Master Schofield, will place her 
living testimony against the sworn and 
signed statement of her late husband, 
as to the parentage of Charles F, Dor- 
rance, defendant in the suit. 

She will testify, she told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today, that Charles F. 


St. Louis 24 years.ago, and that he is 
therefore not a foundling and an adopt- 
ed child, as the plaintiffs in the contest 
are trying to prove. She added the sur- 
prising statement that she would accuse 
her husband, who died a year ago, of 


Asylum, in the effort to make it appear 
that Charles F. Dorrance was a found- 
ling. 

Records Show Erasure Indications. 

The asylum records, offered in evi- 
dence yesterday, show indications of an 
erasure at the place of the entry re- 
garding the taking of a baby boy in 
February, 1891, by John Dorrance and 
wife. The name, Dorrance is also in- 
distinct, and might be Dorian or’ Dor- 
lane, the defendants’ lawyers’ say. . 

This erasure is explained in a depo- 
sition, sworn to and signed by John 
Dorrance during his lifetime, according 
to Charles A. Houts, one of the law- 
yers for the contestants. Houts showed 
the reporter a copy of this deposition, 
which he said had been made a matter 
of court record in a legal proceeding in 
Keytesville, Mo., and Houts said the 
deposition would be introduced as evi- 
dence in the present case. 

In the deposition, John Dorrance stat- 
ed that Charles F. Dorrance was not 
the son of himself and his wfe, but was 
a foundling taken from St. Ann’s Asy- 
lum and adopted by them. He said in 
the deposition that he and his wife vis- 
ited the asylum and persuaded the Sis- 
ters to erase the entry relating to the 
child, but that in 1907 they returned and 
had the entry rewritten over the 
erasure. 

Tells of Quarrel. 

Mrs. Dorrance, when asked about this 
matter, told the reporter that she and 
her husband quarreled, several years 
ago, over his behavior toward a negro 
servant wqman, and that Dorrance then 
undertook to punish her by making 
it appear that Charles was not their 
child. She denied the statement, made 
in testimony yesterday, that she had 
lived at St. Ann's for two we@Ks or 80, 
and said she never lived there. She 
declined to name the place in 8t. Louis 
where Charles Dorrance was born, and 
indicated that she would reserve this 
for her testimony. 

The estate in contest comprises val- 
uable anthracite coal land near Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., and 1000 acres of land in 
Chariton County, Mo., near Keytesville. 
The coal land is the part in which the 
plaintiffs, J. Ford Dorrance and B. F. 
Dorrance of Wilies-Barre, are chiefly 
interested. This*land is leased to the 
Lehigh Valley railroad. 

Seek to Have Will Affirmed. 

The qstate was originally that of the 
elder Charles F. Dorrance, and was left 
by his will to his son, John Dorrance, 
with the provision that it should de- 
scend to any child or children that John 
might have. On John Dorrance’s death 
last year, Charles F. Dorrance. claimed 
the property, and the plaintiffs, whv 
were the brothers of the elder Charies 
F’. Dorrance, began their effort to prove 
that the younger Charles was a found- 
ling, and was therefore not entitled to 
the property. They are seeking, their 
lawyers say, to have the will of Charlies 
F. Dorrance, the elder, affirmed. 

Sister Angela of St. Ann’s Asylum 
testified yesterday that Mrs. Dorrance 
was, to her personal recollection, the 
person who took the infant in 1891. She 
said the Dorrances promised that the 
child would inherit property. The entry 
in the book, Sister Angela sald, was in 
the writing of Sister Ann Francis, now 
dead. The institution, now at Page and

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TURKISH SOLDIERS 
BEAT AMERICANS 
INPERSIA MISSION 


Assyrian Christian Refugees Mas- 
sacred, Says Missionary’s 
Message to U. S. Consul. 


Fy Associated Press. , 
TIFLIS, Russia, March 26.—Turkish 
troops have committed further acts of 


violence at the American mission in 
Urumiah, Persia, according to a message 
received by the local Viceroy from Gor- 
don Paddock, the American Consul at 
Tabriz. Fifteen thousand persons re- 
cently were reported to have taken 
refuge in the mission buildings. 

Paddock transmits a message from 
Missionary Robert M. Labaree at Uru- 
miah to the effect that the Turkish 
Consul at Urumiah forced his way into 
the mission compound with a number 
of Turkish regular troops and removed 
some Assyrian Christian dessa who 
were then massacred. 

The Turkish troops also beat and in- 
sulted the American missionaries. 


Pressure Brought to Bear Upon Tur- 
key to Protect Mission. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—Under 
instructions from the State Depart- 
ment, American Ambassador Morgen- 
thau at Constantinople is pressing the 
Turkish Government to. protect the 
American mission at Urumiah, Per- 
sia. So far there is no official infor- 
mation here of the extent of the dan- 
ger. Officals fear that the Porte it- 
self can only witi® difficulty exert 
control over the irregular rerkioh 
forces reported operating in Eastern 
Persia, nominally against the Rus- 
sians, but also to a larger extent 
against the native Christians. 

Secretary Bryan has received an ap- 
peal from the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions to do everything 
possible to protect the mission at 
Urumiah. After the Cabinet meeting } 
today he said American Consul Glaze- 
brook at Jerusalem, as well as other 
consular officers nearby, have been 
informed of the. reporta of conditions 
at Urumiah and asked to make inves- 
tigations.

An 
older nun, who is visiting her, tells me 
that after she was hit they took her 
down to the cellar of the convent to 
bind her wounds, and that when the 
doctors came and had put on temporary 
dressings for her to,be removed to the 
hospital, they found that the winding 
stairway of the cellar would not allow 
the passage of the stretcher, and they 
had literally to dig her out. 

In the next bed is a little girl not 
quite 3 years old, both of whose feet 
have been cut off by a fragment of a 
shell. As the doctor gently raises the 
bed cover to show me the dressing, she 
cries out in pain. I turn my eyes away 
from the tiny, little legs, horribly muti- 
lated, with the stumps swathed in thick. 
soft bandages. And she is such a pret- 
ty child, with masses of golden curls 
and big baby eyes of the brightest blue! 

“How did it happeh?” I asked. 

The doctor does not answer; it is 
enough for him that it has happened. 

There are other cases—lots of them—al! 
unspeakably cruel. The doctor passes 
out and I follow him. 4 

Shot Through a Lung. 

We pass a tall, good-looking young 
fellow, who is Walking up and down the 
corridor, wrapped in a comfortable bath 
robe. 

“Can't I go back, doctor?’ he asks 
“Have you been spitting any blood this 
morning?” Under the surgeon’s keen 
gaze the man’s “No,” does not sound 
very convincing, but he sticks to it, 
with a “Non; je vous promniets,” that 
makes De Page smile. He says: “If you 
keep quiet for three days I will let you 
out.” 

As we pass on, I am told that, four 
days ago the man was shot through « 
lung. The modern military rifle has 
such great penetrating ‘power that, at 
the right distance, a bullet goes right 
through a man, making a tiny hole 
where it enters and where it leaves the 
body, and drilling a clean passage 
which it almots cauterizes itsclf. 

At very close range more. serious 
wounds are caused because the bullet 
wokbles about a little on leaving the 
barrel before it gets ite course and at 
very long range there is a tendency in 
the bullet to “*keyhole” ard that always 


makes a very ugly -wound. 


On the same floor as the women are 
the German wounded. They are treated 
exactly the same as the Belgian and

The feeling of the doctors and nurses 
toward the Germans is purely profes- 
sional. But if the Belgian doctors and 
English nurses can look upon them in 
this light it is not so with the Belgian 
soldiers. To them the sight of a Ger 
man brings memories of nameless out- 
rages; of looted cities and towns burned 
tu the ground; of villages destroyed and 
farms laid waste; of hostages shot and 
women ravished; of wounded comrades 
bayoneted, and aged parents murdered.

Afterward I learned that the Captain 
had been ehit by a ricochet bullet which 
had cut his intestines through in two 
places and blown a big hole out of his 
back, carrying away part of his liver. 
He never had a chance, but they oper- 
ated on him, nevertheless, and made 
two bowel sutures. He died.

Outside the hospital proffer wr. de 
Page has taken possession of a num- 
ber of villas. Some he has turned into 
bathing establishments, where the men 
coming in from the trenches may have 
warm baths; others are set aside for 
specific disorders, so as tO leave all the 
most important surgical cases in the 
main building, under his immediate su- 
pervision. There are two ‘typhoid’’ 
villas and one for pneumonia cases. 

One villa has had all its partitions 
ripped out and has been transformed 
into an up-to-date laundry. Another is 
given over to the disinfecting plant and 
the incinerator. Yet another is used ae 
a storehouse for the uniforms and arms 
of the wounded soldiers, and here all the 
cleaning and repairing is done. In show- 
ing me over the place, Dr. de Page says: 

“As soon 4&8 a man ‘s brought in, his 
uniform is taken off him and sent here 
to be disinfected and cleaned. Then it 
is mended, holes are patched and but- 
tons sewed on. That is a woman's 
work, but it/is difficult to get women 
to do it.”’ 


There are tots of society women with- 
out any training or knowledge of nurs- 
ing who offer their services to Dr. De 
Page. He listens to their protestations 
of willingness to do any and every- 
thing to help. When he asks them to 
report to him they arrive with Red 
(Sross bands on their arms, Red Crosses 
sewed into their caps and on their 
vodices. He leads them gently to the 
little villa and puts them in front of a 
needle and thread. Here is work for 
them In plenty. Will they do it? Some 
turn on their heel and go at once; oth- 
ers stay to work protestingly, but none 
remaing more than about three days. 

It ig the wives and daughters of the 
humble fisherfolk that come in when 
their day’s work is done and stitch, 
stitch, stitch until the lights are put 
out. 

No one is allowed to nurse in the hos- 
pitals who ig not a fully-qualified and 
registered trained nurse. Most of them 
come from London, but there are one 
or two American and Canadian giris. 
All of them are enthusiastic about the 
way the wounded bear their sufferings. 

“They are so brave,” is almost the 
first thing the nurse says when you ask 
about ber charges, and then after the 
ery of admiration comes one of pity: 
“It is such a shame to see men slaught- 
ered like this; they are to young and 
healthy.” e .

Cross ambulances in the morning to pick 
up the wounded. There is attached to 
the hospital quite a large fleet of motor 
ambulances, some provided by the Brit- 
‘#h Red Cross, some by the St. John’s 
Ambulance Corps. They leave every 
morning before daybreak to go out to 
the field hospitals and gather up the 
men wounded during the night. 

When a man is hit in a trench ,or 
anywhere except during an actual ad- 
vunce, one of his comrades goes to his 
aid immediately. Most of the men car- 
ry bandages, and something can usu- 
ally be done to tie up the wound. It is 
svumetimes an hour before a stretcher 
can be brought, and the man taken to 
the field hospital, which usually is in 
one of the nearest buildings. A doctor 
does what he can to cleanse the ,wound, 
and applies a temporary dressing. 


Record of the Wounded. 

Then he takes a printed slip of paper 
and fills in the man’s name, his num- 
ber and regiment, the place of his birth 
and the time he was hit. : He adds a 
brief diagnosis of the injury, and the 
time he put on the first dressing. The 
wounded men lie in the field hospital 
til} an ambulance comes and takes them 
erway to the base hospital. 

On arrival there the man is immedi- 
ately undressed and placed upon an op- 
erating table, where a careful examina- 
tion of his wound is made, his tempera- 
ture is taken and a chart filled out. If 
no immediate intervention is indicated, 
he is taken in charge by a nurse and 
placed in a ward. 

His uniform and arm are bundled up 
and sent to the disinfecting villa. <A 
report is made of each case to Dr. De 
Tage, who orders the Cases he wishes 
brought to the operating room. 

Sometimes he will be on his feet, oper- 
ating for 10 or 11 hours at a stretch, 
and goes away exhausted. But if an 
urgent case comes in that needs his 
personal attention, he is on his feet 
again, and never feels the fatigue till 
the fight with death has been fought 
to a finish.

Italy Forbids Exportation of All Met- 
als and Other Material. 
ROME, March 25.—A royal decree has 
been promulgated extending the pro- 
hibition of exports to include all metals, 
sulphate of aluminum, cement, stearin, 
paraffine, ceresin and all materials for 

tanning. 

The italian Government Feb. 8 pro- 
hibited the exportation of all foodstuffs 
except fruit, vegetables, milk and but- 
ter. The order included everything which 
might be used to feed cattle and other 
animals or poultry. 

Efforts of Prince von Buelow, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, to bring about an 
agreement between the Italian and Aus- 
trian Governments regarding the cession 
of territory have definitely failed, ac- 
cording to the Agenzia Nationale, which 
says it is informed that when the last 
courier from Vienna brought to the Am- 
bassador Austria’s final terms they were 
of such a nature that he did not con- 
sider it worth while to submit them to 
the Foreign Office here.

The Wilhelmina sailed from New York 
for Hamburg, Jan. 22, with a cargo con-

Counsel for St. Louis Owners of Cargo 
Protests, Against Delay. 
WASHINGTON, March %4.—Charles R. 
Towne, counsel for the St. Louis own- 
ers of the cargo of the American steam- 
ship Wilhelmina, protested today to the 
State Department against what he 
characterized as unnecessary and un- 
warrantable detention of the food 
cargo, which he declared was in danger 

of loss.

If 
the submarine lies in 3% fathoms (210 
feet) of water it is beyond the reach of 
divers and it is feared will only work 
deeper to the dropping-off point. 

The F4 was fitted with the latest im- 
proved air locks in her conning tower, 
enabling her men to escape and rise to 
the surface in as much as § fathoms 
of water.

Testimony at Board’s 


Public Hearing Reveals 


That Sheppard Netted $4000. by Transaction 


in Which $34,000 
Tract—Grand Jury 


Was Paid for $22,500 
Investigation, Prompted 


by Facts Brought Out, Begins Today.

The grand jury. this afternoon will hegin an investigation of 


the transaction by which the ne 


w northwest high school site was 


sold to the Board of Education for $34,000 a week after it had been 
purchased by John M. Sheppard, a real estate speculator, for 


$22,500. 


Revelations made at a public hearing before the Board of Edu- 
cation yesterday afternoon prompted the grand jury inquiry, the 
purpose of which will be to learn whether August H. Kuhs, a mem- 
ber ‘of the board, had any connection with the deal or made any 


profit from it. 

Witnesses thus far summoned to ap- 
pear before the grand jury are bankers 
and real estate men whose testimony, 
it is thought, may throw light on the 
financial transactions which preceded 
and followed the deal. 

Finances of the Deal. 

At yesterday's Board of Education 
hearing this testimony was brought 
out as to the finances of the deal: 

Auguat J. Kuhs, s0n of August 
H. Kohs, received $7029.50 of the 
$11,500 profit on the sale of the 
site, of which ke paid $2000 toe 
Charlies W. Dependahl, his busi- 
ness partner. 

John M. Sheppard, who has 
desk room in the real estate of- 
fice of A. H. and A, J. Kubs, re- 
eelved $4470.50, of which he paid 
#425 to David 5S. Stahl. 

Charles W. Dependahi, busi- 
ness partmer of A, J. Kuhs, re- 
cetved $2000 from A. J. Kuhs and 
a check for $2000 from the Lafay- 
ette bank, which was not ac- 
counted for. 

A check for $500 to David S. 
Stahl was paid to Peppendahl. 

The purchase «. the site by 
Sheppard was financed through 
the Lafayette Bank, which loaned 
$20,000, taking as part security 
an check on A. H. Kuhs & Son for 
2000. 

It was presamed Dependahk!l 
used the bank’s check for $2000 
to recompense A. H, Kuhs & Son. 

Sheppard testified he heard 
August H, Kuhs tell his son in 
December that the School Board 
was in the market for a school 
bite in North St. Louis, and that 
young Kuba replied, “Well, why 
don’t +ou get busy.” 

Witnesses Summoned. 

The property was owned by the Rickr 
National Bank of Quincy, If.’ McNair 
& Warris were the St. Louis realty 
“agents for the Quincy bank, which was 
a correspondent of the Mechanics-Amer- 
ican National Bank. 

Witnesses summoned to appear before 
the grand jury are Fred Hahn, cashier 
of the Lafayette Banx; Arthur O. Mein- 
inger, assistant cashier of the Night and 
Day Bank, where A. H. Kuhs has an 
account: Charles I.. Allen. assistant 
cashier of the Mechanics-American 
Bank; Fletcher Harris of the McNair & 
Harris Realty Co., John M. Sheppard 
and Charles W. Deppendah!.~ 

The investigation yesterday was con- 
ducted by E. M. Grossman, attorney for 
the School Board. The oath was ad- 
ministered to each witness by Charles 
P. Mason, secretary-treasurer of the 
board, who is a notary public. The 
board has no authority to compel the 
appearance or testimony of witnesses, 
but none who was summoned declined 

© appear or to take the oath. A few 
questions were asked by board mem- 
ters, and Marion C. Early and N,. P. 
Zimmer, counsel for August H. Kuhs, 
questioned Kuhs, Mason and a few 
others. 
‘A. J. Kuh’ Testimony. 

The testimony of August J. Kuhs, son 
of the board member, was that he had 
received a net profit of about $5000 from 
the deal, which he financed through the 
Opportunity Realty and Investment Co. 
and Charles W. Deppendahl, its vice- 
president. Young Kuhs said the firm of 
August H. Kuhs & Son was connected 
with the financing of the deal only 
through the use of a check for $2000 
drawn on the firm, for which he de- 
posited his own note with August H. 
Kuhs & Son. 

August H. Kuhs, his father, denied 
having any interest or knowledge of 
the transaction until after it was closed, 
and said he did not learn that his son 
was the one who financed the transac- 
tion instead of Sheppard, unfil told so

Mason and Superintendent of In- 
struction Blewett testified that Shep- 
pard at first proposed to sell the site 
to the board for $39,000. Blewett 
said the Sites Committee had under 
consideration three sites in the nofth- 
west section of the city. 

After some discussion, he said, the 
site offered by Sheppard was unani- 
mously approved by the Sites Com- 
mittee. Later it was approved by the 
board by a vote of 6 to 5. The five 
dissenting members preferred a site 
at King’s highway and Spalding ave- 
nue because of better street car facil- 


ities. 
Bank Cashier’s Testimony. 


Fred €. Hahn, cashier of the La- 
fayette Bank, produced records at the 
hearing showing that the $34,000 check 
of the School Board to Sheppard was 
distributed by the bank to A. J. Kuhs, 
J. M. Sheppard and Charles W. Depen- 
dahl. The bank kept $20,000, Hahn 
said, to cancel a note for that amount 
given by Dependahl along with a 
“blank warranty deed to the 13 acres,’’ 
which the bank held as additional se- 
curity to the collateral deposited by 
Dependahl. 

The blank warranty deed could be 
filed by the bank at any time, A. J. 
Kuhs explained on the stand. Depen- 
dahl had referred to it as a blank deed 
of trust In which the amount was not 
stipulated. 

Hahn said the bank loaned $20,000 on 
Dependahl’s personal note secured by 
several deeds of trust, which he could 
not describe, and by a deed of trust for 
$7000 against the 13-acre tract to be 
purchased. To make up the balance of 
the $22,000 which was to be paid the 
Quincy Bank, Dependahl and A. J. 
Kuhs furnished a check for $2000 which 
Hahn said he believed to have been 
drawn on the A. H. Kuhs & Son Realty 
and Investment Co. Dependahl paid $100 
to the bank to cover the interest for 30 
days on the note, Hahn said. Tne pre- 
liminary arrangements for the loan and 
the certified check were made by A. J. 
Kuhs, Hahn testified. 

Young Kuhs Defiant at First. 

A. J. Kuhs and Charles W. Depen- 
dahl assumed a defiant attitude on 
the witness stand and refused to answer 
many questions put by Attorney Gross- 
man. 

Kuhs junior consented to answer 
some of the questions after Marion C. 
Farly, counsel for his father, A. H. 
Kuhs, called him off the stand for a 
whispered consultation. 


"The affairs of the Opportunity 
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Realty Co., aré none of the public's| 
business, and don’t concern you gen- 
tlemen in any way, stiape or form,” | 
shouted Kuhs junior at Grossman, when 
asked what profit he got out of the 
high school site deal. 

“TIT am practically the Opportunity 
Realty Co.,’’ said Kuhs, a moment 
later, when asked who the stockholders 
were. ‘It is incorporated for $5500, 
and one share each is held by Mr. 
Dependhal and my bookkeeper. I own 
all the other shares.’’ 

(The Opportunity Realty and Invest- 
ment Co., according to the records at 
Jefferson City, filed its first papers 
Nov. 1, 1912. It was incorporated for 
$7500, shares of $100 each. August J. 
Kuhs held 73 shares, Charles W. Depen- 
dahl, one share, and Eleise Baum- 
hoegger, one share. The last annual] re- 
port shows Kuhs is president and 
Eleise Baumhoegger secretary of the 
company.) 

Kuhs later agreed to angwer questions 
that, he had declined to answer, ana 
said the made about $5000 profit out of 
the venture. . , 

“I Said Too Much to Them.” 

‘‘Why did you tell newspaper reporters 
that you got no commission or profits 
from the deal and that you arranged the 
$7000 deed of trust.loan for Sheppard 
purely as an accommodation?” asked 
Grossman. ; 

“I do not tell newspaper men my busi- 
ness. I said too much to them. What 
I told them was that I received nothing 
from the deal as a member of A. H. 
Kuhs & Son, but I did make a profit as 
an individuai.’”’ 

“Did you ever tell your father that 
you were interested financially in the 
sale of this property to the School 
Board?’’ asked Grossman. 

“I did not, and he never knew of it 
until he was told by the notorious Post- 
Dispatch,’’ Kuhs said, angrily. 

Kuhs said he first heard from Shep- 
pard that the site might be sold to the 
School Board late in February. He de- 
nied Sheppard’s statement that the sale 
to the School Board was discussed by 
them frequently throughout December 
and January while the property belonge:! 
to the Quincy bank. 

Kuhs admitted lending Sheppard the 
$100 which Sheppard deposited for earn- 
est money on the land Jan. 2%, but 
said he did not know the purpose for 
Which Sheppard wanted the money. He 
said he told Sheppard in February. 
when asked for a loan to make the 
purchase, that he could not afford to 
do it personally because his father was 
a member of the School Board, but he 
would arrange it through Dependahl. 

Sheppard's Story at Hearing, 

Sheppard was the second witness in 
the hearing, following August H. Kuhs. 
and made admissions as to the profits 
and the amount of his share which 
paved the way for subsequent testi- 
mony. He said he was first told that 
the property could be nad cheap last 
July, and when he concluded the sale 
to the School Board he paid $425 to the 
real estate man who had called his 
attention to the site. Sheppard declined 
to name the man who told him of it, 
and said that this man did not know 
the School Board wanted property in 
that vicinity. 

Secretary Mason testified that Shep- 
pard called on him some time in Decem.- 
ber. and said he understood the School 
Board was considering a purchase of 
real estate in the northwest, and sub- 
mitted three tracts, one the 13-acre site 
that was finally purchased, and two 
others that were quite a distance away. 

At the request of a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Mason was asked if he in- 
quired at Sheppard's first visit. how 
Sheppard obtained his information. 
Mason said he made no such inquiry, 
but told Sheppard that the board was 
not looking for property. 

Property Title Examined. 

Mason testified that he had the title 
to the property examined twice and 
found it first in the name of the Quincy 
bank and finally in the name of Shep- 
pard. He said he did not investigate the 
purpose of transfer to Sheppard. He 
said he was confined to his home March 
1, when Sheppard telephoned to ask for 
the certificate of title, stating that the 
Quincy parties were in St. Louis ready 
to close that day. Mason sald he told 
Sheppard that he could not close the

Post-Dispatch Exposed the High 
School Site Deal. 

The School Board, after a secret 10-. 
hour session, March 17, and a secret 
 three- hour session the following day, is- 
sued a “statement to the people of St. 
Louis,’’ which the board said was “in 
answer to certain insinuations made by 
one of the local daily papers (the Post- 
Dispatch) in ree to the school site 
purchase.’’ 

“In the news article,’ the board stated, 
“an intimation was made that a mem- 
ber of the Board profited directly or in- 
directly by advanced inside information 
of the Board’s intention to purchase this 
site. Up to this time the board has 
been unable to determine whether or 
not the insinuations contained in the 
publish« od article have any foundations 
in fact.’ 

The ‘“‘insinuations’ alluded to by the 
School Board were the facts printed in 
the Post-Dispatch’s exposure of this 
deal. 

Young Kuhs, on March 12, when. the 
Post-Dispatch first.exposed this deal, 
was asked by a reporter for a state- 
ment. At that time he said he had re- 
ceived no commission for arranging the 
loan for Sheppard and was in no wise 
interested in the profits or losses of the 
transaction. He said he arranged the loan 
purely as an accommodation to Shep- 
pard, for whom he had performed simi- 
lar services in the five years that Shep- 


Kuhs firm. _He said he did not recall 
having mentioned the transaction to his 
father and that it was a transaction in 
which the Kuhs firm was ngt interested.

Wrecking Contractors Urge That 
Building Commissioner’s Re- 
moval Be Recommended. 
BIDS ON JOB 
McKelvey Defends Contract 
Costing City $400 When $250 
Was Offered for Job.

Mayor Kiel this afternoon said it was 
at his suggestion that wrecking con- 


tractors yesterday filed a petition with 
the Complaint Board, urginng that body 
to recommend Building Commisioner 
McKelvey’s removal from office on 
charges growing out of a wrecking con- 
tract awarded March 1. 

The Mayor said he hoped the Com- 
plaint Board would summon all wit- 
nesses and g0 thoroughly into the 
charges against McKelvey. He said the 
complaint had been presented to him 
and that he had told the complainants 
he could not possibly investigate person- 
ally all complaints made to him. 

Mayor Kiel said from what he knew 
of the complaint he would not say that 
McKelvey had done anything but that 
which was properq. He said he knew, 
from personal experience as & con- 
tractor, that contractors are bitterly dis- 
appointed when they fail to get jobs. 

McKelvey’s Term Soon Up. 

McKelvey’s term expires next month 
and Mayor Kiel said the appointment of 
a Building Commissioner rested with 
Director of Public Safety Swingley. The 
latter has not indicated his choice for 
that position. 

McKelvey, in a formal statement of 
the transaction complained of, stated he 
would do the same thing again under 
the same circumstances. 

The contractors, in their petition to 
the Complaint Board, charged that Mc- 
Kelvey sanctioned the payment of $400 
of the city’s money to James J. Ryan 
to wreck and remove the old livery sta- 
ble on city property on Chestnut street, 
between Eleventh and Twelfth streets, 
when he possessed a bid from another 
wrecking concern offering to pay the 
city $250 for the privilege of doing the 
same work. The contractor, in both in- 
stances, was to get the debris. 

The complaint stated that the evidence 
in this transaction previously had been 
Kiel, Comptroller 
Player and Counselor Baird, and that 
they had done nothing. 

Complainants in Case. 

The complainants were Henry I. 
Schaefer, president of the Jacob Schae- 
fer Wrecking Co., James P. Kennah of 
L. Kennah & Sons, and A. Beffa. 

Schaefer said affidavits had been 
made by the complainants and they 
were anxious to testify under oath be- 
fore the Complaint Board. He said his 
office was notified of the wrecking job 
at 10 a. m. on March 1 by someone 
telephoning from the Building Commis- 
sioner’s office. His brother, Andrew, 
called at McKelvey’s office at 11:15 a. 
in., explained that he was out of town 
and asked if Wednesday, March 43, 
would be time enough to submit a bid. 
He said Mr. Seymour, who had been 
pointed out in McKelvey’s absence as 
the man familiar with the work, had 
said the bids were wanted as soon as 
possible, but that Wedensday would be 
early enough, although Andrew Schae- 
fer had said he could submit a bid 
earlier if necessary. 

Schacffer’s Statement. 

Schaefer said they learned the next 
afternoon that Ryan had been award- 
ed the contract. The Schaefer broth- 
ers, he said, called at McKelvey’s of- 
fice Wednesday morning, and in Mc- 
Kelvey's absence, were told by Sey- 
mour the contract had not been let. 
Meanwhile, Schaefer said, they called 
on Ryan, who said he had paid the 
city $400 for the contract (instead of 
being paid $400 by the city to do the 
work) and offered to turn the job 
over to Schaefer for $1000. 

When they saw McKelvey Thursday 
and asked about the job, relating the 
circumstances. Schaefer said McKel- 
vey said, “Well, I didn't wait on you, 
did 1?” and turned and walked into 
his office, closing the door. Schaefer 
said he wanted to offer the city $450 for 
the contract. 

Schaefer said Kennah offered the city 
$250 to do the wort. submitting the bid 
before noon, March 2. That morning, 
he said, Kennan telephoned McKelvey’s

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General Pays Tribute to Savages and Asks for et 
Fair Treatment for Four PiutesHe 
Brought From Wilds. 


By Associated Press. 

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, March %— 
Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff of 
the United States army, guest of honor 
at a banquet of the Bonneville Club last 
night, paid a tribute to what he termed 
the primitive virtues of the Indian and 
besought fair treatment’ of the four 
Piutes he brought from San Juan Coun- 
ty to Salt Lake City last Wednesday. 

He said the Indlans were simply 
grown up children, with a child's keen 
sense of justice and injustice, stunned 
by a civilization to which they could 
not adapt themselves. He said he had 


always found that the Indians kept 
their agreements. 

“I have more real, true, trustful 
friends, friends who are willing to lay 
down their lives for me,’’ he said, | 
“among the wild redmen of the plains 
and mountains and the wild Mohamme- 
dans of the Philippines and the islands 
of the Pacific, than I have among the 
people of my own race. The man who 
would deal with the Indians is the man 
who proves truly their friend, the man 


who will not had better keep away 
from them.”’ 

He told of the. misfortune of the tribe 
with which he had just dealt. He said 
when the hostile Indians came to his 
camp, after having been convinced that 
no weapons, shackles or traps awaited 
them, they were “timid as wild horses, 
ready to stampede at any alarm.” 

They told him how they had been dis- 
possessed of the country of their fore- 
fathers, mostly by cowboys, who treated 
them harshly, and were made desperate 
by a situation they did not understand.

NEW YORK, March 26,—Two Justices 
of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court agreed today that there was 4a 
doubt in their minds whether the State 
of New York would be within its rights 


in “pouncing’’ on Harry' Kendall Thaw, 


after his acquittal here on the conspira- 
cy charge on which he was extradited 
from New Hampshire and returning him 
to the State. hospital] for the criminal 
insane at Matteawan. 

They were Justice Ingraham, presid- 
ing, and Justice Scott. 

To voice their views they interrupted 
Franklin. Kennedy, special Deputy At- 
torney-General in charge of the State’s 
case against Thaw, while he was argu- 
ing before the Appellate Division against 
an appeal taken. by Thaw’s counsel from 
a decision of Supreme Court Justice 
Page, refusing a motion to return Thaw 
to New Hampshire. 

Counsel, for Thaw had already pre- 
sented their arguments, which were 
based upon the contention ‘that Thaw, 
having been extradited from New 
Hampshire to answer a charge of con- 
spiracy and having been freéd of that 
charge, should be returned forthwith to 
the State from which he was extradited,

MAYOR SERVES 4 YEARS 


He Can Be Recalled by Vote of 
50 Per Cent of Those 
Registered. 


Following is an outline of the 
municipal elections plan in opera- 
tion in Boston, of which any or all 
features could be adopted by St. 
Louis under the law just passed by 
the Legislature permitting non-par- 
tisan elections: 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, March 2%.—The Legislature 


of Massachusetts in 1909 amended the 
city charter of Boston and the amend- 
ment was that year accepted by the 
voters on referendum. It did away with 
a City Council of two bodies—a Board of 
Aldermen and a Comnron Council—anil 
created a Council of nine members to 
be elected at large. 


The term of the Mayor was changed 
from two years to four years and the 
date of election was changed from the 
first Tuesday after the second Monday 
in December to the first Tuesday after 
the second Monday in January. 
The first Mayor to be elected under 
the new charter was chosen in January, 
1910, and took his seat Feb. 1, 1910. 
The first year the nonpartisan plaa 
went into effect the three Council mem- 
bers receiving the highest vote held of- 
fice for two years and the three receiv- 
ing the lowest vote held office for one 
year. 

Salary $1500 a Year. 
It will be geen that each year there 
are three regular vacancies in the Coun- 
cil to be filled at the annual election. 
The one receiving the highest vote 
holds office for three years, the next 
highest for two and the next highest 
for one. a 
In case of an equal number of votes 
being received the senior in age takes 
the longest term. Each member of the 
Council received a sdlary of $1500. 
Provision is made for the recall of a 
Mayor by a vote of SO per cent of the 
registered voters. 
No political designation of any kind is 
allowed against the name of any can- 
didate on the ballot. The candidates 
for Mayor, as well as the candidates 
for City Council, draw lots in the of- 


position om the ballot. 

The legisiative act of 1909 provided 
that a candidate for Mayor must have 
on his nomination papers 6000. signatures 
of duly registered voters and that a 
candidate for Council must have the 
same number. Last year the Legisla- 
ture reduced this number se that now 
& candidate for Mayor must have on 
nis nomination papers the signatures of 
8000 duly registered voters and a candi- 
date for Council 2000. 

Six of Nine Are Democrats. 
When the signatures are obtained— 
and each candidate always endeavors to 
cbtain twice the required nimber—they 
are presented to the Election Commis- 
stoners, by whom they are certified. 
The commissioners usually certify 600 
more than the required number, al- 
though they will accept the flat figure 
required by law. 

In the present city government there 
are six Democrats and three Republi- 
cans. Seven of the nine members of the 
Council bear the indorsement of the 
Good Government Association, one of 
the most active political organizations 
in the city. It interests itself in munici- 


| pal politics only and spends thousands 


of dollars each year investigating the 
record of every candidate and through 
advertisements in newspapers, letters 
and by other means advises the election 
or defeat of candidates.

These progressive measures were pre- 
pared for in St. Louis’ fine new charter. 
They will undoubtedly promote vopuwlar 
control of the city government. There 
is no more certain way to good govern- 
ment. 

Where city elections are conducted by 
national parties voters are likely to be 
indifferent. This was shown in St. 
Louis’ recent primary. 

Under preferential voting every man’s 
vote counts. There are no scales, roost- 
ers, stars or emblems on a ballot; only 
names of officers and candidates. Men 
can vote atcording to their intelligence, 
instead of according to habit, prejudice 
or family tradition. : 

The city government is thus made re- 


voters become interested. 

Inspired men cannot think clearly or 
often act rightly regarding city ques- 
tions if they act as Republicans or 
Democrats. Officials have their work 
complicated and freedom curbed justso 
far as they are responsible to nationa! 
party organizations. Voters under non- 
partisan ballot and preferential voting 
can overcome party opposition. 

These measures are not cure-alls fo."

FAKE DISPATCHES 
SENT IN THE NAMIE 
OF U. 8. ATTAGHE 


Maj. Langhorne, Recailed From 
Berlin, Denies Authorship of 
Misleading Cablegrams. 


WASHINGTON, March %.—When 
Maj. George T. Langhorne, recently 
American attache at the American em- 
bassy at Berlin, arrived at the War 
Department, he was presented with a 
batch of cablegrams written in plain 
language and asked just why he had 
gent such matter over the cable. 

The messages Were all signed ‘‘Lang- 
horne”’ and were dated Berlin. Maj. 


Langhorne read them through carefully 
and then announced that they were all 
fakes. He said that he had sent no 
messages to the department in plain 
language, but that all of his reports 
were in cipher. 

Then it dawned on Secretary Garrison 
and Maj. Langhorne that both the mili- 
tary attache and the War Department 
had been victimised. 

The faked reports bearing Maj. Lang- 
horne’s name were filled with misinfor- 
mation concerning conditions in Ger- 
many and the strength of the German 
army, together with misleadin§ state- 
ments concerning the German pregram. 

It was apparent to officials of the 
War Department that the messages were 
faked by someone interested in Ger- 
many’s success and tirir sof purpose 
was to mislead the censors who handled 
the cables. Army officers believe that 
the messages were copled by the French 
and English censors and immediately 
laid before the allies military authori- 
ties.

Said the Governor, 


‘BILL PROBABLY 
~ WILL BE VETOED 


Gov. Major Says St. Louisans 
Want Work Done Under 
City Ordinance. 


JEFFERSON CITY. March 26.— 
Major told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today that he probably 
would veto the mothers’ pension bill 
for St. Louis. The Governor said he 
had received letters from Mayor Kiel 


and other citizens, asking him not to 
sign the bill, as its provisions would 
duplicate practicaly the provisions of 
a‘ city ordinance creating the board 
of, children’s guardians. 

“I will be in St. Louis Saturday, 
and will exam- 
ine the ordinance which they say 
will be duplicated by .the mothers’ 
pension bill. 

“T have received letters from the 
Mayor and other prominent citizens 
in which they. say .the provisions of 
the mothers’ pension bill are largely 
being carried out now under the 
Board of Children’s Guardians, but 
I have no copy of the ordinance, and 
consequently, no official notice of the 
existence of such an ordinance, but 
if I find that the statements are 
true, I will veto the bill.” 

The mothers’ pension bill as finally 
passed is applicable only to the city 
of St. Louis. It provides that any 
mother whose husband is dead or is an 
inmate of a State institution, or is 


mentally incapacitated, and whose chil-“ 


dren are dependent on her labor for sup- 
port, may receive $10 per month for the 
first child and $5 for each additional 
child. 

As originally drawn the bill applied 
to the whole State, but met with strong 
opposition, and was amended so as to 
apply only to cities of more than 400,000 
population. 

The Governor vetoed seven bills to- 
day. Among them are a bill which .vest- 
ed in all counties and in the State High- 
way Commission the right of eminent 
Gomain and the power to condemn pri- 
vate property for county roads, and 
others providing State aid for public 
schools for deaf children with defective 
speech, providing a bounty of $10 each 
for wolf scalps, giving the Surveyor of 
St. Louis County power to appoint as 
many deputies as he needs, providing 
a bounty of $1 each, for the killing of 
a hawk, and providing for a State sys- 
tem of dragged roads between all county 
seat towns.

UNITED RAILWAYS. 


HAS FIVE DAYS TO 
REPLY TO WITNESS 


Claim Agent Says He Does Not 
Recall Anything About Boy 
Changing Testimony. 


The United Railways Co. has five 
days, beginning today, in which to file 
affidavits in reply to the one filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday by H. T. Lind- 
say, an attorney, in which Chalmer Mil- 
ner alleges that, after visits to the of- 
fice of claim agents of the railway, he 
had changed his testimony in the suit 
for $10,000 damages against the railway. 
brought by David Honigberg of S81 
Chambers street, to coincide with that of 
other witnesses. Honigberg alleges that 
he was injured by falling from a car 
that started suddenly as he was leav- 
ing it. Milner was considered the ore 
disinterested witness of the accident. 

In his affidavit Milner alleges that 
(ellx McAdams, member of the State 
Legislature, took him .twice to the of- 
fice of the claim agent and that he and 
McAdams received checks after each 
visit. 

Says McAdams Called Upon Him. 

Milner alleges that McAdams called at 
his residence, 1518 Cass avenue, and, in 
the presence of Mrs. Milner, asked him 
to go to the railway office. He alleges 
that he there made a statement to the 
effect that the car was moving at the 
time Honigberg fell, and that he re- 
\ceived -a check for $1 and McAdams 4 
check for $5. A few weeks later. Mil- 
ner alleges in his affidavit that Mc- 
Adams called again for him and took 
him to the railway office, where, he 
says, he was told that his evidence did 
not agree with that of other witnesses 
and he then made a statement that the 
car was standing still at the time of the 
accident. Upon this occasion, he alleges, 
he received a check for $2 and McAdams 
one for $6, 

Cc. B. Harding, chief claim agent for 
the company, when asked regarding the 
affidavit by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
said that he recalled that Milner had 
called at his office once or possibly 
twice, but says he does not recall any- 
thing about the changing of the story 
told by the witness. He said that 
agents of the railway had been looking 
for Milmer for several days following 
the accident. He recalled that Milner 
lived in McAdams’ district and tele- 
phoned McAdams to bring Milner to the 
office. Harding said he supposed checks 
had been given Milner and McAdams, 
as it ig the usual custom to pay persons 
who give up their time to tell the com- 
pany what testimony they are ready to 
give regarding an accident, and also 
for the time lost in court while testify- 
ing. 

McAdams said that his recollection of 
the affair was that Milner had called 
upon him and asked him to take him 
to the office of the company. He said 
that he could recall only one visit and 
that he did not recall that he had re- 
ceived a check. 

McAdams said, however, that he might 
have received a check as he had testi- 
fied in behalf of the railway company 
in the case of a boy whose right leg 
nad been cut off by a car, so that pos- 
sibly some fees of some kind Were due 
him. McAdams said that this was the 
only time he could recall] in which he 
appeared as a witness for the railway 
company and that he has no connection 
with the company. 


eral manager of the United Railways, 
was asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
about the custom of the United Rail- 
ways of paying witnesses who appear 
for the company in damage suits. 

McCulloch said that he did not know 

whether it was customary for other cor- 
porations to pay witnesses for the time 
they lost from their business when sum- 
moned in such cases, but that persons 
who were taken from their work for 
two or three hours, or sometimes a 
whole day to be questioned in such 
cases, expected to be paid. 
He said the United Railways paid 
every one questioned, including motor. 
men and conductors, and that although 
the cost was quite heavy, he was un- 
able to estimate what it amounted to 
in the course of a year. 

The United Railways, he pointed out, 
has no power to compel anyone to 
come to their office to be questioned 
and that they had found that when 
persons volunteered information they 
expected pay. He said.the legal fee 
a witness recéived for appearance in 
court very seldom repaid them for the 
loss of time, and that the company 
based their rate of payments more or 
less on the income of the witness. 
When a laborer was summoned, he 
said, he was paid at about the rate 
of $1.50 a day while others might re- 
ceive as high as % a day.

Dr. Starkloff was 55 years old when 
the baby was born. The child’s mother 
was “between 45 and 50,”" as Dr. Stark- 
loff puts it. Dr. Starkloff had made a 
especial study of baby sanitation and he 
has brought all his knowledge to bear 
in bringing up Starkloff junior as the 
most hygienic infant.

MAYOR ROBERTS 
ALLEGED GUNMAN 
TELLS OF FRAUDS 


Witness Says He Was Ordered 
to Write Faster in Register- 
ing Names. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2%.— 
Smiling frequently, Joe Jeffers, who has 
been described as Mayor Donn M. Rob- 
ert’s gunman and slugger, began just 
before noon today his story of the part 
he played in the alleged conspiracy to 
corrupt the election in Terre Haute of 
Nov. 3, 1914, for which 28 men are on 
trial in the Federal court here, 


Jeffers, who was preceded on the 

stahd by his two wrothers, Earl and 
Dean, and other members of the Elec- 
tion Board in the Taylorville precinct, 
was given close attention by the crowd 
which filled the courtroom in expecta- 
tion of Jeffers’ testimony. 
The three brothers have pleaded guilty 
and told substantially the same story, 
with the ‘exception that Joe said he re 
ceived his instructions from Mayor Rob- 
erts, while the others looked to Joe for 
their orders. 

“About. a year ago,” Joe testified, 
“Roberts called mé@ irto his office and 
appointed me his special policeman at 
a salary of $90 a month, which for three 
months Donn himself paid me. Then I 
was reduced to $75 a month, so Donn 
said, that I could be placed on the city 
police payroll.”’ 

Jeffers said he was the Democratic 
Precinct Committeeman and that Rob- 
erts told him “to do as before about reg- 
istration and see Chief Holler.’’ He said 
he conferred with Chief of Police Ed- 
ward Holler and the Assistant Chief, 
John F, Nugent, both of whom have 
pleaded guilty, and that on registration 
day he received a large number of ap- 
plications for registration, already fillea 
out, from Holler, and that these were 
written on the registration books with- 
out the voters appearing. 

“Better write a little faster,”’ witness 
testified Roberts said over the telephone 
when he reported on the number of reg- 
istrations made. 

Jeffers said he talked several times 
with Roberts about the election and that 
Roberts had told him “he didn't want

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A DIRECTOR OF PRISON INDUSTRIES. 

The new $5000 appointment as Superintendent 
of Industries at the penitentiary to relieve the 
Warden of many of his present duties becomes 
available as soon as Gov. Major signs the compro- 
mise prison bill, to which immediate effect was 
given. 

In making a selection for the place, Messrs. 
Barker, Deal and Gordon of the Prison Board 
should face squarely the deep obligation they 
owe to the ‘State of Missouri. One man of spe- 
cialized competency in this office can do more 
to improve penitentiary conditions than three 
Legislatures and two Governors have done in the 
past six years and more than agitation and com- 
mittees of inquiry have done in a much longer 
space of time. 

The man should not be picked with a view to 
aiding any candidacy for Governor in 1916. He 
should be a man who knows that the way to 
abolish contract labor is to abolish it. Supposi- 
titious geographical or political qualifications 
should not be consulted. Practical penologists 
now constitute a recognized profession. The best 
man that can be procured in the entire United 
States should be named. The Crossley resolu- 
tion passed Sunday expressed not only the sense 
ot the Senate as to the character of the man who 
should be chosen, but the sense of the publia, 

Fortunately, the place is not without its at- 
tractions to earnest men everywhere who are 
devoting expert attention to prison problems. Mis- 
souri’s penitentiary is the largest in the world. 
Knowledge of its deplorable conditions hag gone 
far beyond the State’s borders. The man who 
achieves success under the difficulties here to be 
encountered will gain a brilliant record giving 
him wide celebrity. -

In Spain and Portugal every man is 
not directly talled upon, but each local- 
ity is obliged to furnish a certain num- 
ber, the men being chosen by ballot. 
There is no standing army in Switzer- 
land, but all able-bodied citizens serve 
in the militia, which is called upon to 
train a few weeks every year. Although 
compulsory service is the law of the 
land, the army in the Netherlands is 
mainly composed of volunteers.

lutionist to Organize Legion 
Which Took Kielce. 


By a Special Correspondent of the

| trian Army. 

AUSTRIAN PRESS HEADQUAR- 
TERS, March 1.—In the first part of the 
month of August much surprise was 


caused in Austria by the news that a 
division of young Polish sharpshooters, 
many of whom had just outgrown boy- 
hood, had on a dark night surrounded 
a division of Cossacks, had killed every 
man, had marched as far as the city 
of Kielce and had taken possession of 
it. Many people in Austria heard of 
this etrong corps of volunteers, which 
in the course of che war has developed 
to an important factor, for the first 
time when the news of that successful 
expedition was published. 

The newspapers, it is true, had taker 
notice about a year before the war. 
vhen these young volunteers had 
marched past the aged Emperor in the 
rark of Schoelbrunn and had shown 
themselves in their uniforms with excel- 
lent arms in the streets of Vienna. But 
it was generally assumed that they be- 
longed to some kind of military pre- 
“aratory school, such as exist in Switz- 
erland. Only very few were aware 
that this corps was intended to play 
an important role in the eventuality of 
war. 

The way in which the corps was 
formed was a secret, and the appearance 
of “The Polish Legion,” which has 
earned fame and honors wherever it 
served the purposes of war, came As a 
surpriss to most peorle. The history 
of the corps is a reawakening of the ro- 
mance of of] times. 

Founded on Hatred of Russia. 

The Polish Legion was called to life 
by a single man, whose talent for or- 
ganization was paired with a virulent, 
lurning hatred against Russia, with the 
inborn, indomitable will to rescue his 
country from the Russian yoke. Joseph 
von Pilsudsky—that is his name—was a 
revolutionist sO. long as he lived in War- 
Saw, one of a party which attempted 
to realize the old, never abandoned 
dream of a resuscitated free Poland. 
During the revolution of 1905, the 
sia in recent times, Pilsudsky fought on 
the barricades of Warsaw in the fore- 
most lines of his compatriots. The at- 
tempt to burst the Russian chains failed, 
like all previous efforts, because the 
Poles were too. weak to resist unaided 
and alone. The result for the leaders 
was a dungeon in Siberia or the gallows. 
Pilsudsky and many others escaped this 
fate. He managed to cross the Austrian 
frontier and settled in Galicia, where he 
found a fertile field for the cultivation

The Polish Nationalists and the Social- 
ists were the first to answer to his call 
and their young sons and brothers en- 
listed without tarrying in the Jungschu- 
etzen Vereine (young men’s shooting 
clubs), which he established everywhere. 
Their immediate aim was to make the 
young men hardy and to teach them the 
use of weapons—the liberation of Rus- 
sian Poland their ultimate scope. The 
latter was never admitted officially. The 
Austrian Government therefore was not 
bound to interfere, not even in times of 
peace. 


Takes Kielce Unbidden. 
Then the war broke out. The en- 


thusiastic leader assembled his forces in 
Cracow, and as the Polish Legion did 
not form part of the army at that time 
he chose a dark night and marched his 
1500 well armed men across the Russian 
frontier on his own responsibility, 
anxious to prove that the young Poles 
were worthy of being taken into the 
army. The result was the combat with 


eccupation of Kielce, in which undertak- 
ing infantry helped. 

The Polish Legion held the city three 
weeks, and when it had to withdraw 
before an overpowering Russian force, 
it fought bravely, and caused the ene- 
my heavy losses. The Austrian army 
leaders admitted that the young corps 
had fully proved its valor, and Pilsud.- 
sky's activity was officially sanctioned. 
The Polish Legion had made its way. 

Pilsudsky was especially anxious to 
add a cavalry corps to the Legion. He 
Legan with six horses, and at the end of 
two months he had two squadrons. He 
asked for artillery, and as no others 
could be spared, the army authorities 
save him 20 old guns that had to be 
fired with gunpowder. However, he 
bad an excellent artillery officer who 
obtained splendid results from those old 
guns. 

In the meantime he continued to enlist 
young Poles, and the victory of Kielce 
proved so great an atraction that very 
soon his forces numbered three regi- 
ments instead of one. And then some- 
thing happened which the Austrian 
army had never before witnessed. This 
nan, who had not served as an officer, 
not even as a soldier, was made a Gen- 
eral. The Polish Legion, with its lead- 
er, was placed under the command ‘of 
Field Marshal Lieutenant von Dursky. 
When the Polish Legion had to with- 
draw from Kielce it was trusted with 
defending that part of the Vistula which 
is enlarged by the mouths of the River 
Dunajec against the Russians. Pidsul- 
sky Was not satisfied to remain on the 
aefensive, but repeatedly attacked ths 
Russian reconnoitering parties and with 
his troops got as far as 12 miles inte 
Russian territory. 

When the joint armies of Germany 
and Ausctria made the second offensive 
sally, which took them to the very 
gates of Warsaw, the Legion was fight- 
ing the Russians outside the fortress of 
Tvangorod, and when the Russian multi- 
tudes caused the bold. attack to end in 
failure, the Legion helped to cover the 
retreat.

NEW STYLES IN JOURNALISM 
SET BY BATTLE FRONT PAPERS 


Germans Sitrugsling Along With 
French Type; Artists in the Ranks 
Supply Cartoons. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, March 5.—On every battle 
front and in almost every fortress are 
appearing newspaper, which, for obvious 
reasons, set a new style in journalism. 
In parts of Northern France, where Ger- 
man troops are trying to get out German 
papers with French type cases, issues 
are already coming to be prized as 
curios, in which the letter ‘‘v” has to 
be used for the ‘‘w’’ and the ‘‘q”’ for the 
‘*e’? so common in German and so com- 
paratively unusual in French. The “h’ 

is frequently missing. 

At points where troops are stationed 
for long periods it has been possible t» 
make frequent use of the cartoon, and 
war has drawn into the ranks so many 


artists, writers and printers that the out- 


put is often astonishingly good. 

All over Europe, especially in districts 
that have been conquered, there are be- 
ing issued papers in the native language, 
for the purpose of educating the civil 
population to the conqueror’s viewpoint 
and of combatting the statements of 
native papers. Many are printed in two 
languages. Business houses, banks and 
factories are publishing papers full of 
home news, which they send to employes 


at the front.

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A meeting of the Republican City 
Committee has been called for this aft- 
ernoon-to accept the resignation of wr.

They are former Councilman Charles 
Espenschied, W. A. McChesney, a court- 
room clerk, and Theodore Morley, a 
member of the Mullanphy Board.
